The present Indian outbreak in Arizona is 
the most disastrous ever occurring in that sec- 
tion. About forty whites have been killed. A 
Tuscon (Ark.) correspondent at Safford, gives 
an account of the recent Indian attack as fol- 
lows: Stanislaus Mestss, aged nine years, has 
just arrived from Steven's sheep camp with 
the following story of the Indian 
massacre of the 16tb inst: Before 
daylight Indians attacked the camp 
while we were all asleep. My father and five 
other men attempted to get their guns, but too 
late, and Indians rushed in from all sides and 
overpowered them before a shot could be fired. 
The work of slaughter then began. An Indian 
put the muzzle of his gun against the bead cf 
one man and fired, blowing his brains against 
the floor and walls. I saw them kill my mother 
and two little brothers by beating their brains 
out with stones. They killed five. They tied my 
father and tortured him most dreadfully. He 
begged them to spare him, but they only 
tortured him the more. When they were tired 

An Indian squaw, wife of one of 
four friendly Apache sheep herders wbo 
worked with us, saved my life by hiding me 
behind her and begging them to spare me.

Paper car wheels are composed en- 
tirely of paper rings pressed together 
under a weight of six tons, and then 
fastened by means of bolts and steel tire 
put on them, when they are ready for 
use. Laid loosely, the rings stack as 
high as the shoulders of an ordinary 
man. Under treatment they sink to the 
thickness required. If the tire should 
wear or fall off the wheel, or the train 
run from the track, there wotdd be no 
danger of their breaking, as they are 
very flexible, and would spring. A 
paper ball can be rendered so solid that 
nothing but a diamond tool can cause an 
indentation in it. At the mill is a square 
block of compressed paper fastened on a 
turning lathe, and so hard that, if a fine 
steel chisel is held against it when mov- 
ing, instead of cutting the paper, it 
will break the chisel into a hundred 
pieces. The strength is astonishing. 
Tou can take a £X> note of the Bank of 
England, twist it into a rope, suspend 
339 pounds upon one end of it, and not 
injure it in the slightest degree. Bath 
tubs and pots are formed by compressing 
paper made out of linen fibers and an. 
sealed— that is, painted over with a com- 
position which becomes a part thereof, 
and is fireproof. The tubs last indefi- 
nitely, never leak, and, put in the fire, 
will not burn up. Tou can beat on 
them with a hammer and not injure 
them. Plates compressed and annealed 
are very durable ; you can not only wash 
them, but drop them upon the floor and 
gtmd upon them. The fork can be used 
lor any practical purpose, and the knife 
can always be kept sharp. Paper can 
be substituted for wood, converted into 
picture frames and colored like walnut, 
cherry and the like. Bedsteads are 
fashioned the same as car wheels, only 
of long strips instead of rings. They 
are very beautiful and lasting. Cooking 
or heating stoves are also annealed, and 
it is impossible to burn them out; they 
are less eostly than iron. A house can 
be literally constructed of, and furnished 
with every convenience, in paper. The 
printing press, type and all the fixtures 
of the office could be concocted of this 
material, and more cheaply than ot the 
ordinary kind. A complete steam en- 
gine can be thus manufactured and do 
all required duty. Clothes and shoes 
will come in the future. Twenty-nine 
hours are needed to transfer linen fiber 
it to a car wheel. 

Solid card-like paper was made as 
early as the fifth century, but it is stat- 
ed on the authority of the Arabian his- 
torians, and largely conceded, that linen 
japer did not come into use until 1270, 
or. at most, but a short time before. 
The cotton card or paper known pre- 
viously was of a thick, coarse, woolly 
texture, brittle aril inferior.

Too much steam was 
the cause oi" the explosion. The 
engineer tied rocks to the escape- 
valve to- get more steam. Delaney 
was blown just 270feet from where 
be was standing when the accident 
occurred. He was- well and favora- 
bly known through the count y, and 
I aves a wife and six children at 
bis home near the Lower Blue 
Lick Springs. Fragments of 
wreck were found near a quarter of 
a mile from the scene of the disaster, 
and the main part of the boiler, 
weighing about two thousand lbs., 
passed through the air about five 
Feet from the ground, going direct- 
ly over the head of Benjamin Gore, 
sen., who was leaning over, boring 
in a log, a fragment knocking the 
auger violently out of his hand, 
and stunning him, and struck the 
side of a hill, plowing up the 
ground forsome twenty yards, land- 
ing fully five hundred ' feet from 
the mill. Another piece, passing 
over the heads of two of Mr. Gore's 
sons threw them violently into a 
branch some 20 feet away, bruis- 
ing them to some extent.
